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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
cited, specifically Masaya, although teaching a bulb insertion structure with a plurality of 
fixing projections insertable into the bottom of an engaging notch 29 of the bulb insertion 
structure , Masaya teaches that all the fixing projections may be inserted together 
through the notch as opposed to the instant invention that teaches an engaging notch 
that is formed of a size that allows the engaging protrusion and fixing protrusion of the 
lamp device to pass through the engaging notch separately. The method clams 9-11 are 
likewise allowable over the cited prior art since they teach the structural limitations of 
the allowed utility claims, particularly the engaging notch that is formed of a size that 
allows the engaging protrusion and fixing protrusion of the lamp device to pass through 
the engaging notch separately.
